The question then Is. In every case, 
narrowed do*m to this: If every state¬ 
ment of fact in the affidavit should be 
true, would facts justify the judge in 
vacating the bench, or require him 
to do so. What would be sufficient 
as to one Judge would be sufficient 
as to any other judge in the State, 
and for this reason the law wisely 
denies to litigants and to judges the 
privilege of having cases tried oy 
other than judges elected by the peo- 
| pie of. the district, unless the facts 
and conditions affecting a particular 
case are such that an ordinarily hon¬ 
est and impartial official would, con¬ 
sciously or unconsciously, be so in¬ 
fluenced in the performance of his du¬ 
ties as to fall below the standard of 
Impartiality demanded by the law for 
all litigants^ 

That a judge may be mistaken in 
hts opinion of the law is a ground 
for reversing his decision in the Ap¬ 
pellate Court, wfilch is provided for 
the express purpose of correcting 
such mistakes; but It has never been 
considered necessary, or even prop*, 
that a Judge should decline to enforce 
the law, as he construes It, merely 
because a litigant or his counsel may 
' differ from him in its construction. 
The reasons that would Justify him 
tn vacating {he bench must be such 
as would probably affect his judgment 
to such an extent in the particular 
case as to cause a different applica¬ 
tion of the law to the facts in the 
case, from Its application in all other 
cases involving simitar facts, bnt dif¬ 
ferent parties. 

I have given careful thought to the 
consideration of the affidavit filed by- 
Mr. Wathen in this case, and have 
endeavored to divest myself, so far as 
possible, from any influence or per¬ 
sonal feeling, or of personal knowl¬ 
edge as to the truth or falsity of the 
statements, and to consider it as I 
would if the judge and parties in¬ 
volved were unknown to me, and I 
had no other Information than the af 
fldavit itself and the record in the 
case. 

The averment is made that the pre¬ 
siding judge has extreme and unrea¬ 
sonable aversion, bias and prejudice 
against the law permitting the sale 
of whisky, and any one engaged in 
the manufacture or sale thereof. This 
is the statement of a conclusion, the 
mere opinion formed by the affiant 
from words or acts of the judge. The 
Court of Appeals has expressly de¬ 
clared that such a statement or a con¬ 
clusion is not a ground for demanding 
a special judge, for the reason that 
the matter is to be determined, not 
by the varying standards of what is 
reasonable, existing tn the minds of 
the various litigants, but by the stan¬ 
dard contemplated by the law and de¬ 
clared by the courts. 

The affidavit proceeds to set out 
several facts alleged as evidence of 
blind and unreasonable bias, which 
will be taken up in the order in which 
they are presented; 

1. That the presiding judge, though 
a resident of another county, actively 
assisted the advocates of local option 
In carrying the election, which result¬ 
ed in a majority vote for local option 
In Lebanon, Ky., in March, 1907. I 
believe that no well-informed citizen 
would seriously assert the proposi¬ 
tion that a man after accepting the 
office of judge, wbuld disqualify him¬ 
self from performing the duties per¬ 
taining thereto, by thereafter advis¬ 
ing. persuading and actively urging 
the legislators or the people to repeal 
an existing law that he may deem in¬ 
jurious or unwise, or to enact a new 
law that he may honeqtly believe 
would promote the public welfare: 
this reason, then, need not be further 
considered. 

2. The affidavit charges as "vio- 
1 lent and bitter language against per¬ 
sons engaged In the business of sell¬ 
ing whisky” the statements made by 
the presiding Judge in a public speech 
advocating local option, in substance 
that, if local option was voted by a 
majority of the people of the city of 
Lebanon, he, with the machinery of

“he would not give the instruction 
asked; that in any case coming be¬ 
fore him as Judge, involving a charge 
of an Infraction of the local option 
laws, that if any doubt arose he would 
solve it in favor of the Common¬ 
wealth.” Whereupon the attorney said 
to the court in response, “You certain¬ 
ly would not. so flagrantly violate the 
law and in this case there is not a 
scintilla of proof, and you certainly do 
not mean what you say.” The judge, 
replying to the attorney, said, "Yes, I 
do mean what I say. I will solve all 
doubts in such cases in favor of the 
Commonwealth: and, further, that if 
parties go unwhipped of justice on the 
charges of violating the local option 
law In my district, it will be by the 
verdict of the juries; and If I were on 
the juries I would find a way to con¬ 
vict them.” 

In further manifestation of the said 
bias and prejudice against the whisky 
business, and any one engaged therein, 
and especially including affiants, at 
the January, 1908, term of the Marion 
Circuit Court, on impanelling and in¬ 
structing the grand Jury for said term, 
during the charge to the jury made 
by the court, in the first instance the 
judge instructed the jury that manu¬ 
facturers were especially exempt from 
the operation of the local option laws 
and had the right to sell In original 
packages; that after the Jury had 
been In session some few days, the 
judge. Hon. I. H. Thurman, called the 
jury Into open court and further in¬ 
structed them that he had changed his 
opinion somewhat as to the law rela¬ 
tive to manufacturers, and that it had 
been called to his attention since his 
original instruction to them that man¬ 
ufacturers here at Lebauon had been 
selling whisky by the barrel .to club? 
of men. knowing at the time they so 
sold it that it was to be divided among 
the members of such dubs, and in 
quantities of less than five gallons; 
and that,'as he understood the law to 
exist, they were guilty of a violation 
of the law; that wherever these man¬ 
ufacturers sold to clubs or to any one 
a barrel of 


Decides the Affidavit of the Defendant Is Insufficient—Writ of Pro- 
* hibitioo Denied by Court of Appeals

At the January term of the Marion 
Circuit Court, Meuller, Wathen & Ro¬ 
bert, the well known distillers of Ma¬ 
rion county, were indicted for selling 
whisky without license. A few days 
before the present term of court con¬ 
vened, this defendant filed with the 
clerk of the court an affidavit which se¬ 
verely accuses the presiding Judge of 
having such an extreme and unreasona¬ 
ble aversion, bias and prejudice toward 
and against the law permitting the sale 
of whisky and any one engaged in the 
manufacture or sale thereof that he 
would not afford them or either of them 
a fair and 


aversion, bias and prejudice towards j 
and against the law permitting the 
sale of whisky, and any one engaged 
’in the manufacture or sale thereof: j 
That during the time that the canvass 1 
was pending in Lebanon on the q^es-j 
tion of whether or not local option 
should prevail in Lebanon, Kentucky, 
during the mouth of March. 1907, the 
said Hon, I. H. Thurman, although a 
resident of Springfield and Washing¬ 
ton county, wag extremely partisan 
and active in aiding and assisting the 
carrying of the election.In Lebanon in] 
favor of local option; made divers pub¬ 
lic speeches during the canvass in 
, Lebanon In the Public Hall in the 
presence of large audiences advocat¬ 
ing local option, and in said speeches 
used and uttered violent and bitter

one of the defen¬ 
dants herein, has filed an affidavit set¬ 
ting forth the reasons actuating the 
defendants in asking that the regular 
judge vacate the bench. 

The filing of such an affidavit im¬ 
poses upon a judge a most embarrass¬ 
ing, and certainly a most unpleasant,' 
duty—that of passing on the question 
of the sufficiency of the affidavit to 
Justify him In decllntng to perform 
a duty Imposed on him by law, and 
by his acceptance of the office to 
which he has been regularly elected 
by the people. 

Under the Constitution and laws of 
the State the qualified voters of the 
districts elect the man whom they de- j 
sire to preside over their court and 
in the trial of all causes,civil a^d 
criminal, that may be brought there 
for trial. No man is eligible to the 
office unless he has been a member of 
the bar for such a time as that he 
has, presumably at least, a certain 
standard of proficiency In legal learn¬ 
ing and consequently well-defined 
opinions as to the laws to be admin¬ 
istered. When elected, he is required 
to take a solemn oath to administer 
those laws without fear or favor, with 
equal measure to the rich or the poor, 
and impartially to all. 

When any plaintiff or defendant in 
a case pending In the court has rea¬ 
son to believe that the judge, so se¬ 
lected by the people, in the manner 
provided by the Constitution, will not, 
in the particular case, perform those 
duties in the manner contemplated by 
the law, he has a right to set out the 
facts inducing that belief in an affi¬ 
davit, and file it. 

In every case In which a party, In 
good faith, questions the Impartiality 
of the judge, that officer would, if he 
should follow his personal Inclinations, 
decline to preside; but If the ground 
alleged were not such as the law re¬ 
quires, he would be violating bis oath 
of office if he should, without legal 
cause, evade a duty because his per¬ 
formance would be unpleasant to him. 
The law Imposes upon a judge the 
duty of determlnipg, in the first in¬ 
stance, the sufficiency of the affidavit, 
and then the further duty of vacating 
the bench, if the reasons are suffi 
clent, or decline to vacate. If they 
are not sufficient. This duty is the 
most delicate and embarrassing that 
a Judge In our State has to perform, 
for the reason that, in a certain sense, 
he must decide In a matter personal 
to himself; but the question must be 
decided either by the judge or the 
litigant; it is personal to both, and 
the law imposes the duty on the 
judge. For another reason, the duty 
is unpleasant and embarrassing, for 
it may be difficult for the judge, In 
every case, to prevent his Judgment's 
being Influenced to some extent, at 
least, by bis own consciousness of 
freedom from bias, and his positive 
knowledge that the.statements in the 
affidavit are not founded upoh truth; 
yet the law does not relieve him 
from the duty of striving to form a‘ 
correct Judgment without reference to 
his own feelings, or any knowledge 
he may have out of the affidavit it¬ 
self. Indeed, he can not controvert 
the truth of any statement In the af¬ 
fidavit. which, for determining the le-

Upon the calling of the case Monday, 
May 4, the court having under consid¬ 
eration the sufficiency of the affidavit 
filed by the defendant, commonwealth’s 
attorney Durham presented and offered 
to file as counter affidavits the affida¬ 
vits of Jeff Henry. W. I. Meader and 
R. L. Durham and the Statement of J 1 . 
P. Thompson and others. The filing of 
these counter affidavits and the state¬ 
ment was objected to by the attorneys 
of the defendant and their objection 
was sustained by Judge Thurman, who 
immediately thereafter delivered a 
lengthy and lucid opinion and decided 
that the affidavit delating that he 
would not give a fair afid impartial 
tnal was not sufficient, because as it 
stated no facts conducing to show any. 
bias or prejudice on the part of the 
Judge against any of the defendants. ! 

Meuller, Wathen & Robert, the de- j 
fendants, through their attorneys, af¬ 
ter consultation, gave notice to the 
court that they would apply at once to 
the Court of Appeals for a writ of pro¬ 
hibition, which the latter, onTuesday, 
unanimously refused to grant. 

Following, we give in full the affida¬ 
vit of Meuller, Wathen & Kobert. 
Judge Thurman’s opinion, the counter 
affidavits and the statement of Judge 
Thompson and others in order that our 
readers may have this important mat¬ 
ter in correct form before them:

Said remarks were greatly applauded 
by the advocates of local option, all of 
which was most humiliating to affiants 
and others, and was a part of the 
scheme concocted and advised by the 
Hon. I. H. Thurman and-etti£rs advo¬ 
cating the arrest of said parties. That 
the charges contained in said war¬ 
rants were false In fact, and were not 
based upon truth, and no indictments 
were ever found upon said charges.

a gesture In the direc¬ 
tion of the distillery of affiants. That 
during the same term of the court, to- 
wlt, the January Term, 1908, a sugges¬ 
tion was made that affiant, R. N. 
Wathen would become security for an¬ 
other party who was charged with a 
violation of the local option law, and 
in reference thereto the said Hon. I.

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should be enforced, so long as It 
should remain the law. 

While the authority to make laws 
rests with the people and the legis¬ 
lative department, the duty of enforc¬ 
ing them is by the Constitution and 
their oaths of office. Imposed upon the 
judges, and a statement by a judge, 
in a public speech, or on any other 
occasion, that he will, with all the ma¬ 
chinery of his counts, enforce the laws 
that may be enacted by the proper 
authority, is but a statement that he 
will do what he solemnly swore to do 
when he accepted the office.' A Con¬ 
trary statement, or even an intention 
to violate his official duty by refusing 
to enforce a particular law, would, it 
proven, be sufficient cause for im- 

3. It is alleged in the affidavit, in 
peachment. 

substance, and, for the purpose of 
this case, must be treated as true, 
that, on the day previous to the hold¬ 
ing of the local option election in Leb¬ 
anon the leaders of the local option 
movement, including the circuit judge, 
concurred in determining to arrest all 
the leading and active opponents of 
local option, including one of the de¬ 
fendants in this case, by this means, 
to intimidate and deter all advocates 
-of whisky, so far as possible; Chat, 
after devoting a considerable portion 
of the afternoon to an investigation 
of the law applicable to the situation, 
in which consultation and lnvestlga : 
tion the circuit judge took an active 
part, it was determined that a charge 
should be preferred against the lead¬ 
ing opponents of local option, charg¬ 
ing them with conspiracy to bribe 
voters and collect money for that pur¬ 
pose, and to Intimidate voters on the 
day of election; and that the circuit 
judge was the originator of the idea 
of making the charge and procuring, 
the arrests; that the affidavit wag'i 
drawn by Hon. J. P. Thompson, who I 
is one of the oldest and most highly 
respected members of the Lebanon. 
bar; warrants regularly issued and I 
placed in the hands of an arresting 
officer to be executed as in other 
cases, and that the charge contained 
in the warrants was false in fact, not 
based upon truth, and W indictments 
were found in the change. 

While all these statements must be 
considered as true, their meaning is 
not to be extended beyond the neces¬ 
sary import of the language used, for 
the same reason that, in considering 
a pleading upon a demurrer, it mu-t 
be oonstrued most strongly against 
the pleader, the presumption being 
that as no issue is made, the pleader 
stated his side of the case as strong¬ 
ly as the truth would permit. The 
substance, then, of this-statement, is. 
that all the leaders for local option 
had certain information, which after¬ 
wards proved to be incorrect, but 
there is nowhere any intimation tbat 
any of them, at the time, doubted its 
truth. That, after an investigation re 
quiring considerable time, as to the 
law, they all concurred in the belief 
that a large number of anti-Iocal-op- 
tion men, including one of .these de¬ 
fendants, were guilty of a conspir¬ 
acy to bribe voters, etc., and that to 
deter them and all others from en¬ 
gaging in bribery t or the intimidation 
of voters, they ought to be arrested 
and prosecuted; that warrants were 
procured and arrests made, but that 
the grand Jury that convened a month 
afterwards, and selected by Jury com¬ 
missioners appointed by this judge, 
and upon assembling charged as to 
their duties by this same Judge, re¬ 
turned no Indictments. If is to be as¬ 


sumed that the arresting officer did 
his duty by returning the warrants 
to an examining court and that the 
examining court did its duty by in¬ 
vestigating. to see if there was a 
prlma facie case against the defend¬ 
ant; if a release,on such investiga¬ 
tion had resulted, it is reasonably cer¬ 
tain that a statement of that fact 
would have been incorporated in the 
affidavit. 

To deter men from violating the 
law against bribery at an election can. 
not be considered an unworthy motive 
for securing the arrest of men who are 
on reasonable grounds believed, to 
have conspired to violate it, even 
though they may escape convletion, 
or even Indictments. Certainly to ad- 
| vise such an arrest from such a mo- 
1 tion would not disqualify a man from 
presiding^as judge In every other qase 
in which either of the arrested p.er- 
sons should be a party. 

\\’hile the affidavit states that the 
procuring of the arrests was the re¬ 
sult of ill will on the pail of the - cir¬ 
cuit judge, was not in good faith, but 
for the purpose of humiliating the ar¬ 
rested parties, these are mere con¬ 
clusions of the affiant, for which no 
fact is alleged further than that the 
charge was in fact not founded on 
truth and no indictments were re¬ 
turned. 

,4\ The affidavit contains several al¬ 
legations of humiliating occurrences 
connected with the conduct of .the ar¬ 
resting officer, of a negro speaker, 
of the chaplain of the penitentiary, 
and of a large crowd of people on 
the streets. There is no allegation 
that the circuit judge was present, or 
that he attempted to exercise any Con¬ 
trol over the arresting officer as to 
the manner of executing the warrant 
In 'his hands, or that he could even 
have foreseen all the details of the 
arrest and subsequent proceedings. 
He certainly was not responsible for 
the fact of Mr. Wathen s being sick, 
nor for the arresting officer’^ failure 
to provide some means of riding from 
the place of arrest to the station 
house, nor can he be held responsible 
in any way for unbecoming language 
indulged, in his absence, by others, 
over whom he had no control. 

. 5. Another of the grounds Includ¬ 
ed in the affidavit as being evidence 
of- a blind and unreasonable bias and 
pi^ejudice is the statement that. In an¬ 
other county, in the pial of the case 
of the Commonwealth v. Adams Ex¬ 
press Co. and Murray* the judge, on 
refusing a peremptory instruction, 
said, in substance, that In cases in¬ 
volving a charge of violating the local 
option law. if any doubt arose he 
would solve it in favor of the Com¬ 
monwealth; that if parties go un¬ 
whipped of justice, it would be by the 


their religious affiliations, and, there¬ 
fore, the religion of the jurors is in¬ 
teresting only as a coincidence. The 
Constitution guarantees that there 
shall be no discrimination between 
citixens on account of religion, and in 
the absence of a direct and positive 
charge, it must be assumed that the 
circuit judge did not consider the re¬ 
ligious faith of any jury commissioner 
or juror. It is to be regretted that 
any one should publicly complain of 
a judge for not* having violated the 
Constitution and his oath of office by 
considering religion-or politics in se¬ 
lecting jury commissioners or jurors 
for his court. It is to be believed 
that any juror, whether Protestant or 
Catholic, would be influenced in mak¬ 
ing his verdict by his own religious 
opinions, or those of 1 any one else; 
nor is it to be assumed that honest 
citizens of any, or no, religious belief, 
will violate their oaths by refusing 
to enforce an existing law, simply be¬ 
cause they had opposed its enactment, 
or that they would convict an innocent 
man because they believed the law 
he was charged with violating was a 
good law. 

7. It is charged in 4h^ affidavit, as 
an evidence of blind and unreasonable 
bias and prejudice on the part of the 
judge against the whisky business, 
that his opinion, up to the January 
term, 1908, of fhe Marion Circuit 
Court, ten months after the local op¬ 
tion law went into effect in Lebanon, 
was that manufacturers Were especial¬ 
ly exempt from the operating of the 
law; that he afterwards, during the 
same term, changed his opinion and 
modified his Instructions to the grand 
jury, telling them that, as he then j 
understood the law to be, manufac¬ 
turers were guilty of a violation of 
law if they sold whisky by the barrel 
to clubs of men. knowing at the time 
that it was to be divided aihong the 
members of the club in quantities less 
than five gallons. There is no alle¬ 
gation that such change of opinion 
Is not real, nor that it was induced 
by any other consideration than the 
information then acquired, that the 
Court of Appeals had construed the 
law in a recent case and declared it 
to be as set out in the second instruc¬ 
tion to the grand jury in January. 
1908, instead of as the judge had pre¬ 
viously thought it to be. 

The fact that the judge, up to Janu¬ 
ary, 1908, according to the statement 
of the affidavit, believed manufactur¬ 
ers specially exempt from the local 1 
option law, is rather conclusive evi- j 
dence that, in previously advocating 
the local option law for Lebanon, he 
was not actuated by bias or prejudice 
against the defendants, as manufac¬ 
turers. who would not be affected In 
their business by its adoption or de¬ 
feat. It is Turther evidence, of a con-| 
vlncing character, that he was not" ac- ■ 
tuated by bias or prejudice against; 
these defendants In construing or ap-1 
plying the law, for he had erred in | 
construing it In their favor until the 1 
Court of Appeals had settled the prop-1 
er construction to be placed upon It 
throughout the State. That a circuit 
judge would give evidence of bias or 
prejudice by changing his opinion of 
the law to conform to the declaration 
of the highest court in the State, will 
not be seriously asserted by'any one. 
That a circuit judge should vacate 
the bench because he is determined to 
comply with his oath of office, by en¬ 
forcing any and all existing laws un¬ 
til they are repealed by the law-mak¬ 
ing power, Is a proposition that can 
not be sanctioned or approved by any 
court. The defendants in these,cases, 
it must be remembered, are not In¬ 
dicted for a violation of any provi¬ 
sion of the local option law, but for 
selling whisky without license in quan¬ 
tities less than five gallons. 

There is no allegation that the 
judge, at any time, gave expression 
to any word indicating iiersonal III 
will or prejudice against either of de¬ 
fendants. The law under which they 
are to be tried has been on t-he stat¬ 
ute Itooks of the'State for many years; 
it is not part of the local option law. 
It Is difficult to understand how it 
could be thought a duty on the part 
of the judge to vacate the bepch be¬ 
cause he had advocated the enact¬ 
ment of that other law, aSid is in 
favor of enforcing it whenever and 
wherever, tn this judicial district, it | 
may be violated. The local opiton 
law is in force just as the various 
other laws of our State, and Its ob 
servance is binding upon all citizens 
alike, so long as it remains in force. 
No one having proper or any regard 
for the duties of citizens, or for our 
form of government with its guaran¬ 
tees of equal protection of the laws 
to all citizens, from the highest to the 
lowest, can accept, as a reason for a 
-judge vacating the bench, the fact 
stated in the affidavit In these cases, 
as the last ground relied on. namely, 
that these defendants are opposed, not 
merely to the enactment of this law, 
but that they are opj»osed to its en¬ 
forcement. and are opposed to being 
tried by courts or juries who are in 
favor of its enforcement. No one is 
punishable for being opposed to the 


enforcement of the law, but if he 
should, at any time, be formally 
charged with a violation of It, he can 
not escape trial before a court and 
jury organized for the sole purpose 
of enforcing the law, of releasing the 
innocent, convicting the guilty, and 
thereby protecting the whole com¬ 
munity; and bound by the sanction 
of a solemn oath to perform that very 
duty. 

For the reasons indicated, the affi¬ 
davit must be held insufficient, and 
I must decline to vacate the bench.

[ But I hope ere I write again that 
these dark, ominous clouds will clear 
away and the sun will send forth his 
radiating rays and dry up the land and 
send cheer and hope into the hearts of 
the people, for there is no farming 
done yet, only the oat crop is sown. 
But I must say that wheat is looking 
well and a fine prospect for fruit, but 
I am fearful of the fruit when the 
clouds break away for we are likely to 
have a hard frost. 

We see that Central Kentucky had a 
big snowfall lately, but we did not 
have any snow at the time. 

Mr. Gore, I get a look at your spicey 
little paper almost every week and I 
enjoy it so much. Am glad to see the 
bold stand you have taken against the 
night marauders; hope they will come 
to grief yet. 1 am always anxious to 
look over the letters from the different 
sections of the county, but some of 
them don’t tell any thing only some 
neighborhood visiting.
